FARM BUREAU 

MEMBERSHIP PLANS 


Membership in the Farm Bureau 
which has long been recognized as a 
determining factor in the success ol 
the Farm Bureau and Extension Ser¬ 
vice work was discussed at a recent 
meeting of the membership commit¬ 
tee. 

Very comprehensive plans are being 
developed for a campaign which will 
include special plans for all the Farm 
Bureau departments as well as local 
centers.

Due to the greatly increased num¬ 
ber of workers in the Farm Bureau 
this will probably be the most effec¬ 
tive membership campaign ever car¬ 
ried out by the Ixjs Angeles County 
Farm Bureau. 


FROST FORECASTING 
URGED BY GROWERS 

Telegrams received from Washing- 
1 ton by the Citnyi Growers department 
of the Los Angeles County Farm 
Bureau indicate that the house sub¬ 
committee on agricultural appropria¬ 
tions has restored the appropriation 
for the continuation of frost forecast¬ 
ing work by the weather bureau in 
Southern California. Previously the 
budget board had eliminated the item. 

The sum asked is not large but the 
work is of vital importance to the en¬ 
tire citrus industry. The farm bureau 
in c.(-operation with other agencies is 
urgently pressing the importance of 
the work upon Congress. Growers are 
strongly urging the passage of this 
item when it comes before Congress 
for final action. 

The work already done by Floyd 
Young of the weather bureau, and his 
j assistants has been of inestimable 
value. It is imperative that this work 
be continued if citrus orchards are to 
receive the protection that their im¬ 
portance warrants.

says Colonel William B. Greeley, chief 
of the forest service, United States 
Department of Agriculture.

President Harding, in his message 
to Congress on December 8th, stated 
in part as follows: 

“We ought to turn the motor truck 
into a railway feeder and distribu¬ 
tor instead of a destroying compet¬ 
itor. 

“It would be folly to ignore that we 
live in a motor age. The motor car 
reflects our standard of living and 
gauges the speed of our present-day 
life. It long ago ran down Simple 
Living, and never halted to inquire 
about the prostrate figure Inch fell 
as its victim. With full recognition 
of motor ear transportation we must 
turn it tn the most practical use. It 
cannot supersede the railway lines, no 
matter how generously we afford it 
highways out of the public treasury. 
If freight traffic by motor were 
charged with it proper and propor¬ 
tionate share of highway construction, 
we should find much of it wasteful and 
more costly than like service by rail. 
V'et we have paralleled the railways, a 
most natural line of construction, and 
thereby taken away from the agenc\ 
of expected service much of its profit¬ 
able traffic, for which the taxpayers 
have been providing the highways, 
whose cost of maintenance is not yet 
realized. 

“The federal government has a right 
to inquire into the wisdom of this 
policy, because the National Treasury 
is contributing largely to this highway 
construction. Costly highways ought 
to he made to serve as feeders rather 
than competitors of the railroads, and 
the motor truck should become a co¬ 
ordinate factor in our-great distribut¬ 
ing system.”

Major Edwin A. Ardery, Corps of 
Engineers, U. S. Army, in charge of 
government river and harbor work in 
Southern California, was the speaker 
at the Chamber of Commerce luncheon 
at the Venture Inn on Tuesday of last 
week. 

Major Ardery spoke informally tell¬ 
ing of the various steps in the proced¬ 
ure for river and harbor work to be 
ordered by the government. By tak¬ 
ing the procedure followed in the 
Newport Harbor project he brought 
home the subject to the luncheon 
guests. After telling what is being 
done at the Los Angeles harbor, of the 
remarkable and rapid growth of ship¬ 
ping here and of the future of the har¬ 
bor, Major Ardery invited questions in 
reference to the work.
